On the same note, Carl 
White, executive director of 
HOC, explained in an inter- 
view, “The trend is that 
organizations -- public or 
private -- seem to be inter- 
ested in saving the house 
or structure but not the 
people in these areas.” 

“We feel very strongly 
there is a need for federal, 
state and local resources to 
come up with a housing 
program to help people 
remain keepers of the 
land,” White said. 

The issue of displace- 
ment in Columbus did not 
end with the August con- 
ference and ‘its findings. 
Councilman Jerry Ham- 
mond initiated the forma- 
tion of a displacement 
subcommittee to develop 
some proposals for 
council. 

The first week in Sep- 
tember, Hammond will ask 
the City to adopt a policy 
on displacement based on 
those principles spelled 
out by the displacement 
subcommittee. 

The City of Columbus 
has already received an 
“innovative grant” from the 
U.S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD) to assist 
tenants in the Near North 
Side who are being 
affected by Olentanav 
Management Co. (OMC) 
rehabilitation. OMC. is a 
subsidy of Battelle Memor- 
ial Institute. 

Ms. Pritchard noted, 
“Something needs to be 
done to address all areas in 
Columbus where displace- 
ment is taking place.”

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The Old Slavery Issue 
All Over Again 


The clock of time in America is 
moving backwards for black peo- 
ple, that is, if we read correctly the 
furore over school busing, and 
méasure it by the vote-in the 
House on the Mottl Constitutional 
Amendment last Tuesday. 

The racist of the 18th and 19th 
Century parlayed the Slavery 


issue into a brutal, bitterly fought’ 


civil war. 

It now appears that the last 
quarter of the 20th Century will 
witness another divisive national 
issue; busing for desegregation. 
The fact that over 50% of the pub- 
lic school children of this nation 
are bused every day for educa- 
tional reasons doesn’t seem to 
matter. : 

_ Busing for desegregation isjust 
another method to assure a better 
education for all the children in 
our public school systems. It is 
one of the tools our courts have 
‘decided upon that can be used to 
bring our educational systems 
into the mandates of the United 
States Constitution. 

The closeness of the vote: 216 
against to-209 in favor, indicates 
how this nation is splitting again 
right down the middle on a human 
rights issue. It evidences the fact 
that there are lots of Whites who 
still believe that you can divide 
equality on the basis of race. It 

- didn't work on the issue of human 
slavery, and, it won't work now on 
the issue of school desegrega- 
tion. 

Like the issue of slavery, the 
busing issue has become so 


- entangled in legal mesmerism 


-that the people have become con- 
fused and bewildered over whatis 
really at stake. 

In the 1954 Brown vs. Topeka 
case, the U.S. Supreme Court 
used the term: “With all deliberate 
speed.” In 25 years the progress 
actually made has been so ques- 
tionable, that you wonder if there 
has been any speed at all. And, 
whether or not deliberate does 
not denote delay. 

Lawyers on both sides of the 
issue,.in their questfor a victory of 
one kind or another, have all but

ersy in the first place. Surely nine 
wise and experienced men with 
all the legal and educational tal- 
ent at their disposal, should not 
take 25 years to explain to the 
lower courts what the issues aré 
and what the law of the land !s 


‘Again, like the issue of human | 


slavery, the issue of public school 
desegregation has exploded onto 
the floor of Congress. 

What happened on the floor'of 
Congress last week, has again 
projected school busing smack 
dab into the 1980 elections. Again 
the smouldering flames of bigotry 
will be fanned into another con- 
flagration that may again so 
divide the people of this nation 
that it may require bloodshed to 
resolve it. 

Don't think that the idea is far 
fetched. Right here in Cleveland,

tion, was quoted as saying that 
the defeat of the amendment 
could lead to violence. 

It is hightime that all the delay- 
ing tactics by lawyers and judges 
be stopped.

Almost as worrisome as Senate rejection of 
the SALT treaty is the price the Administration 
may pay to ensure its passage. Already the: 
President has approved the notorious MX mis- 
sile program, a costly plan to dig twenty-mile 
long trenches and shuttle heavy missiles 
around within them so the Russians wouldn't 
know exactly where they are. 

That folly would cost $30 billion. And that's 
before the inevitable cost overruns. The only 
reason for reviving this once-rejected plan is 
to win support from Senators still on the fence 
on SALT. 

As we get down to the wire, attention will 
focus on a handful of Senators who will with- 
hold their votes pending even greater conces- 
sions in the form of new and unnecessary 
weapons systems. Giving in. might mean win- 
ning the SALT battle at the cost of losing the 
war to restrain the arms tace.

Curtin said Burton 
embezzied at least 
$301,806 from ECCO 
between January 1976 and 
March 1978. In addition, he 
stole $28,900 from ECCO 
during the month of August 
1977 by writing checks to 
himself, the prosecutor 
said. 

The defendant covered 
the ripoff by filing forms 
with the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) to the effect 
that ECCO was out of busi- 
ness and would no tonger 
be submitting witholding 
taxes for ECCO employ- 
ees, Curtin said. 

Following the discovery, 
the IRS informed ECCO 
that it owed $500,000 in 
withholding taxes, actord- 
ing to Curtin. 

Although Burton has had 
substantial deposits in 
local banks and savings 
and loans, he has not made 
a cent of restitutions to 
ECCO, Curtin said. 
Moreover, he said substan- 
tial assets, such as Burton's 
houses and his lavishly fur- 
nished motor homes, have 
been transferred to rela-

Brown said because 
whites have failed to 
educate black children, the 
solution for quality 
education for blacks is not 
integration, but the 
determination of biacks to 
educate blacks. “You will 
be integrated where you 
belong,” he said. “We wilt 
be integrated as a group of 
people when we have 
developed sufficient and 
efficient affluence.” 

Brown compared the 
status of blacks to the boat 
people of Vietnam and 
Cambodia.
